Fortunes Made In Mining Town

The South. African Government 
has dealt a death-blow to one of 


the most, lucrative professions in|: 


the Transvaal—the illegal _brew- 
ing of. skokiaan, a highly in- 
toxicating concoction made by the 
natives, who'are not allowed to 
“Dogsess” any form of . liquid 
from yeast. An embargo has 
been placed on.all imported yeast, 
much of which was sent out in- 
nocently from England, and the 
manufacture of the liquid will 
consequently be impossible. As 
much as ° 100,000 Ibs, of “com- 
pressed” yeast was being sold 
monthly in Johannesburg, says 8 
correspondent. : Ee BA 

Fortunes were made rapidly in 
the countless liquid-dens, of the 
mining areas by brewers of the 
drink.
